Aspiring Nurses Subjected 
To Series of Pretests 


The nursing pretests for both 
vocational and.registered aspiring 
nurses have been scheduled for 
Wednesday, January 20. The ser- 
ies of tests will be given at 1 p.m. 
in Room 1, T. R. Merrill Hall, 
by Dr. Duane Sandgren. 

These tests are a means of se- 
lecting qualified students to fill 
the classes by April wr May. 
Classes will officially begin in 
September, 1965. Around 33 per- 
sons will be selected for the Reg- 
istered Nursing Program and 24 
for the Vocational Nursing class, 
according to nursing education 
ditector Barbara Palmerton. 

Pretests for the Registered Nurs- 
ing candidates include an English 
placement test, or SCAT test, both 
on the college level. Similar tests 
on a high. school level will be 
given to the Vocational Nursing 
candidates. 

The school of Vocational Nurs- 
ing at Hartnell College was first 
introduced in 1954. Those who 


satisfactorily compete the pre. 
scribed course receive the Certifi- 
cate of Completion conferred by 
the Board of Trustees of Hartnell 
College and will be eligible to 
take the California State Licensing 
Examination. Upon the successful 
passing of the examination, the 
vocational nurse may use the title 
LVN, Licensed Vocational Nurse, 
and may practice in that capacity. 

The RN graduate receives an 
Associate in Arts Degree and be- 
comes eligible to take the licensing 
examination given by the Califor- 
nia State Board of Nursing Educa- 
tion and Nurse Registration. Suc- 
cessful passing of this examina- 
tion earns the title and license of 
Registered Nurse and permits the 
holder to practice as a nurse with 
the privileges and responsibilities 
set forth by the state.

in the student union to talk informally with students and faculty about politics and government. 
The ex-mayor of Cincinnati and son of President William H. Taft offered his candid opinions about 
the recent elections and. chances for the Republican Party in its fight for popularity. Here he was 
caught reading from a press clipping reporting a Dean Acheson speech.

cal leader do?” Mr. Taft, fourth 
speaker of the Hartnell Presents 
lecture series stimulated his au- 
dience with this question, while 
delivering his lecture on “Moral 
Foundations . of Government” 
Tuesday evening, in the Hartnell 
library. 

‘The former mayor of Cincin- 
nati expressed his views on gov- 
ernment, taking quotes through- 
out his lecture from famous past 
and present politicians and re- 
ligious leaders. Mr. Taft said, 
“threat of force in government 
situations is utterly immoral and 
unethical.” Although he did also 
state, “there was one situation 
where threat of force kept us out 
of war, which was in the Cuban 
crisis.” 

Mr. Taft stated that in decisions 
we are “constantly making a 


sarily consistent,” he said, ‘‘deci- 
sions are not easy, we must always 


find and make clear what the ob- 


jective is.” 

He went on to explain people 
in the business world who have 
the constant problem of hiring 
and firing. Concerning firing an 
elderly person with a family, for 
example, Mr. Taft said, “Our 
job is to choose that alternative 
which includes the least damage, 
the lesser of two evils.” He com- 
mented that from the theological 
point of view, “one sometimes 
gets into trouble because others 
at times feel that the choice de- 
rived at by the business man was 
not a Christian one.” The lectur- 
er said, “we are constantly in a 
position expressing for ourselves, 
some humility.”

In the first few 
hours of the New Year,’ he is re- 
ceived back by hanging a new 
picture. During the week before, 
spring house cleaning is done, old 
debts are paid and gifts are given 
to the poor. Food is prepared to 
be placed on the tablets of an-
